1 . EMBASSY RECEIVED INQUIRY MAY 13 FROM MANUEL ROPERO AMERIGO, CHIEF 
OF PUBLIC RELATIONS AND PUBLICITY OF FIR, "HRM ELECTORNICA" WITH 
REGARD USG PLANS AND SCHEDULE FOR CHANGEOVER FROM "TRANSIT SATELLITE 
NAVIGATION SYSTEM TO "NAVSTAR SYSTEM" ROPERO EXPLAINED THAT HIS FIRM 
IS EXCLUSIVE REPRESENTATIVE IN SPAIN OF MAGNA VOX, US MANUFACTURER 

OF RECEIVERS FOR "TRANSIT" SYTEM. 

2. ACCORDING TO ROPERO, APPROXIMATELY 40 MAGNA VOX "TRANSIT" RECEIVERS 
HAVE BEEN INSTALLED ON SPANISH VESSELS (INCLUDING SOME MILITARY SHIPS) 

AND ANOTHER 40 INSTALLATION ARE FORESEEN FOR THE NEXT TWO YEARS. MAJOR 

PROBLEM HAS ARISEN HOWEVER WITH REGARD TO FUTURE SALES, ROPERO SAID 
THAT REPORTS HAVE APPEARED IN US PRESS TO EFFECT THAT USG HAS 
ANNOUNCED THAT NAVSTAR" SYTEM WILL BECOME OPERATIONAL IN PLACE OF 
"TRANSIT" SYSTEM IN 1982 IF REPORTS ARE ACCURATE IT WOULD MEAN THAT 
THE 40 "TRANSIT" RECEIVERS ALREADY INSTALLED WOULD BECOME WORTHLESS 
AS WOULD ANY NEW INSTALLATIONS DURING NEXT THREE YEARS. UNDER 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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STAND ABLY SPANISH SHIP OWNERS ARE RELUCTANT TO BUT "TRANSIT" 

RECEIVERS AT COST OF APPROXIMATELY FOUR MILLION PESETAS (ABOUT 
$51,000) IF THEY CAN BE USED ONLY FOR PERIOD OF TWO THREE YEARS. 

3. ROPERO SAID THAT HIS FIRM HAD ASKED MAGNA VOX ABOUT THE REPORTS 
AND HAD BEEN TOLD THAT THERE WILL BE NO CHANGE FROM "TRANSIT" 

SYSTEM BEFORE 1990 HOWEVER SINCE MAGNAVOX" NOT ENTIRELY 
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DISINTERESTED SOURCE OF INFORMATION IN CASE. REOPERO SAID THAT 
SHIP OWNERS ARE RELUCTANT TO ACCEPT ONLY COMPANY'S WORD. HOWEVER 
IF USG CAN VERIFY THAT ' TRANSIT" SYSTEM WILL BE OPERATIONAL 
AT LEAST UNTIL 1990 ROPERO IS CONFIDENT THAT OWNERS WILL BE 
SATISFIED AND WILL PURCHASE RECEIVERS. 

4. COMMENT AND ACTION REQUESTED: EMBASSY WOULD APPRECIATE 
GUIDANCE FOR RESPONSE TO SPANISH INQUIRY PRESUMABLY INFORMATION 
FROM MAGAVOX IS ACCURATE, SINCE COMPANY IS REPORTEDLY DEVELOPING 
RECEIVERS FOR "NAVSTAR" AND WOULD NOT RISK LOSS OF FUTURE MARKET 
FOR THESE BY PROVING INACCURATE STATEMEENT. ACCORDING TO 
ROPERO'S ESTIMATE OF POTENTIAL SALES OF 40 MORE "TRANSIT" SYSTEMS. 

TOTAL BUSINESS FOR MAGNAVOX WOULD AMOUNT TO ABOUT $2 MILLION.STABLER
